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SELLING  ANTHRACITE  COAL

Anthracite  or  "hard  coal"  was  known  In  Pennsylvania  as  early  as  1762  If 
not  earlier.  However,  Its  use  was  limited  to  forges  rather  than  fuel  due 
to  the  difficulty  In  igniting  it.  Until  It  was  learned  how  to  use  anthracite 
with  a  forced  draft,  many  people  thought  they  had  been  cheated  by  being  sold 
black  stone  that  would  not  burn. 


The  Lehigh  Coal  Mining  Company  was  organized  in  1792  to  mine  anthracite. 
It  was  the  first  coal  company  in  America  with  10,000  acres  in  upper  Lehigh 
Valley  of  Pennsylvania  but  it  did  not  become  profitable  until  after  Josiah 
White  and  Ersklne  Hazard  leased  the  company  in  1 8 1 8 .  Only  385  tons  of 
anthracite  were  being  mined  each  year.  Anthracite  literally  had  to  be  given 
away  to  get  people  to  try  it.  Another  problem  was  that  of  getting  the  coal 
to  Philadelphia  and  other  markets.  White  and  Hazard  solved  that  by  building 
a  canal  and  taming  the  Lehigh  River.  In  1822  their  coal  and  navigation 
companies  were  merged  as  the  Lehigh  Coal  and  Navigation  Company.  Their 
portraits  may  be  seen  on  stock  certificates  of  this  firm  which  remained  in 
existence  until  1985. 


Demonstrations  were  given  to  show  people  how  to  burn  hard  coal  in  their 
fireplaces.  Special  grates  and  stoves  were  also  developed.  After  that,  the 
production  of  anthracite  coal  Increased  rapidly.  Of  course,  a  primary  use 
continued  to  be  in  industries  such  as  iron  furnaces.  By  1828,  more  than 
77,000  tons  of  anthracite  was  being  shipped  to  Philadelphia.  With  the  coming 
of  railroads  in  the  1830s,  large  shipments  of  coal  no  longer  had  to  depend  on 
canals.  Moreover,  shipments  could  be  made  cheaply  to  greater  distances  as 
the  illustrated  receipt  testifies.  This  early  receipt  from  Baltimore  is  dated 
1 846  and  specifically  states  that  the  dealer  is  a  supplier  of  "the  very  best 
quality"  anthracite  coal.  The  price:  $7.50  per  ton.  The  buyer  named  on  the 
receipt  purchased  half  a  ton  for  $3.75  and  bad  i  t  delivered  for  25$.  By  that 
time  the  Lehigh  company  was  producing  about  100,000  tons  of  anthracite  each 
year.  There  were  also  other  firms.  The  record  for  anthracite  production 
came  In  1917  when  88,602,135  tons  were  produced.  Several  other  years  exceeded 
80  million  tons  but  after  1924  there  was  a  general  decline.

SCRIPTOR  R.  R.  TIPPY  of  Oak  Ridge,  TfiJ  forwarded  this  very 
interesting  Earnings  Statement  of  1938  for  his  work  for 
two  weeks  at  the  Peabody  Coal  Company'.  .  He  noted  that  the 
workday  was  about  nine  hours  instead  of  the  7  shown.  Too, 
the  "M.S."  deductions  were  for  candy,  cigarettes,  etc. 

The  deduction  was  1%  for  Social  Security.  He  notes  that  he 
got  up  at '4:00  a.ra.  daily  and  drove  one  hour  to  work.  Tip 
comments  that  the  younger  generation  does  not  realize  how 
things  were  during  the  depression . 


BELL  COUNTY  COAL  MINES 
1896

I  was  honored  at  Paintsville,  Ky.  ,  on  May  6th,  1989,  by 
being  awarded  the  National  Scrip  Collectors  Association’s 
special  literary  award,  the  Ancil  Donohoe  Literary  Award.  I 
will  strive  to  live  up  to  the  responsibility  that  goes  with 
this  prestigious  award  in  the  coming  months.  I  would  also 
like  to  extend  my  gratitude  for  being  chosen  to  receive  this 
award . 

If  you  have  been  keeping  up  with  my  efforts  at  trying  to 
produce  interesting  articles  about  my  home  county,  Harlan,  I 
have  thought  that  with  so  much  unmentioned  areas  at  my 
disposal  that  I  should  leave  Harlan  County  for  a  while  and 
try  my  luck  at  other  counties.  Scriptor  Crawford  Blakeman 
asked  me  to  research  the  Bell  County  mining  operations  for 
him  and  after  a  day  in  the  library  of  the  Harlan  County  Coal 
Operators  Association,  I  have  become  interested  in  the  Bell 
County  area  since  I  have  researched,  talked,  and  written  for 
over  two  years  about  nothing  except  Harlan  County.  This  new 
field  of  interest  intrigues  me  more  and  more  as  I  read  about 
the  early  coal  companies  that  neighbor  Harlan  County,  Ky . 
Also,  you,  the  reader,  may  be  tired  of  hearing  about  Harlan 
County  and  want  to  hear  about  its  neighbor,  Bell  County, 
Kentucky.  So  here  goes  with  my  attempt  to  provide  some 
little  known  information  about  the  Bell  County  area  of 
Southeastern  Kentucky  that  has  a  much  earlier  coal  mining 
history  than  does  Harlan  County,  Kentucky. 

The  earliest  documentation  at  my  disposal  was  made 
available  to  me  by  my  good  friend,  Crawford  Blakeman,  Master 
Scriptor  from  Bell  County,  Ky.  He  has  the  Kentucky 
Department  of  Mines  Inspector’s  Report  for  1892-93,  which  is 
the  10th  annual  edition  of  this  continuing  series  of  reports. 
I  hope  to  locate  the  first  10  reports  if  possible.  However, 
the  1893  report  is  not  as  complete  as  the  later  editions. 
Only  Four  mines  were  listed  as  being  operational  in  1892-93. 
They  are  as  follows:  Truxton  Mine,  operated  by  the  Central 
Appalachian  Company,  No.  2,  or  West  Pineville  Mine, 
operated  by  the  Breckenridge  and  Pineville  Syndicate,  St. 
Vincent  Coal  and  Coke  Company,  Log  Mt.  Coal,  Coke  and  Timber 
Company,  and  the  Mary  Hull.  All  these  operations  were 
located  near  Pineville,  Ky.  All  the  mines  had  evidently  been 
inspected,  since  they  are  listed,  yet  no  reports  on  the  Log 
Mt.  Coal,  Coke  and  Timber  Company  is  listed  in  either  the 
1893  or  1896  Inspection  Reports.  The  fact  is  only  one  of 
many  unknown  mysteries  one  encounters  when  researching  these 
early  mining  operations. 


The  Truxton  Mine,  a  new  operation  started  in  early  >1893, 
was  closed  in  December,  and  the  inspector's  report  stated  the 
operation  was  expected  to  be  in  operation  again  within  a 
month.  All  the  information  concerning  this  early  Bell  County 
coal  producer  is  sketchy  to  say  the  least. 

The  Truxton  Mines 

In  1893,  The  Truxton  Mines,  Mine  A,  Mine  B,  and  Mine  C, 
were  located  near  the  City  of  Pineville,  Ky.  The  mines  were 
new  operations  and  were  presumably  serviced  by  the  L.  &.  N. 
Railroad,  although  this  fact  is  not  covered  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  Department  of  Mines.  The  mine  was  operated  by 
the  Central  Appalachian  Company,  Limited,  a  Belgium  owned 
corporation,  with  Lucien  Guivotte,  Belgium,  President  and  I. 
W.  H.  James,  New  York,  Managing  Director  for  the  U.  S.  A. 

The  company  not  only  produced  coal,  but  also  had  coke 
ovens  as  well.  Little  else  is  known  at  this  time  concerning 
this  short  lived  coal  producer.  No  company  scrip  was  known 
to  have  been  issued. 

In  1896,  coal  production  was  well  under  way  in  Bell  and 
the  other  surrounding  Kentucky  counties  that  were  serviced  by 
the  rail  lines  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad. 
Coal  was  also  being  mined  in  all  the  major  coal  fields  of 
Kentucky  as  well.  The  State  of  Kentucky's  Department  of 
Mines  had  gained  much  experience  in  both  mine  inspection  and 
record  keeping  since  it's  creation  in  1883.  The  Department 
had  established  designated  areas  of  the  State  for  inspection 
and  had  each  under  supervision  of  their  mining  inspectors. 
Bell  County  was  listed  in  the  Southeastern  District.  Six 
mining  operations  were  listed  and  inspected  by  the  Department 
of  Mines  in  1896.  These  mines  were  Bennett's  Fork  Mine,  Four 
Mile  Mine,  Mary  Hull  Mine,  Mt.  Vincent  Mine,  Straight  Creek 
A  Mine,  and  West  Pineville  Mines.  The  Truxton  Mine,  with  its 
three  mines,  Mine  A,  B,  and  C,  vanishes  from  the  records  by 
1896  and  either  closed  or  changed  ownership.  The  following 
is  a  brief  history  of  the  early  mines  as  were  covered  in  the 
Inspector's  Report  of  1896. 

The  Bennett’s  Fork  Mine 

The  Bennett's  Fork  Mine  was  located  near  Middlesborough , 
now  Middlesboro,  Ky.  ,  located  on  Ky.  State  Highway  25E,  in 
Bell  County,  Ky.  in  Mingo  Mountain,  approximately  2  and  1/2 
miles  from  Middlesborough.  The  mine  was  new  and  was  served 
by  the  Knoxville,  Cumberland  Gap  &  Louisville,  and  the 
Cumberland  Valley  Branch  of  the  L.  &  Ni  Railroad.  The  mine 
was  operated  by  the  Bennett’s  Fork  Coal  Co.,  J.  F.  Grant, 


President.  A  total  of  797.2.5  tons  of  bituminous  coa}  was 
produced  by  this  mine  in  1896.  Company  scrip  was  issued 
and  a  company  store  was  in  use  in  1896. 

A  major  error  concerning  this  company  can  be  found  in 
the  Edkins  Catalogue)  page  104.  The  Bennetts  Fork  Coal  A 
Coke  Company  is  listed  as  a  Harlan  County  mine  (Harlan  1231). 
The  scrip  is  very  rare  and  a  collector  fortunate  enough  to 
possess  an  example  can  now  correct  the  listing  without  having 
to  worry  about  a  debate  over  the  change.  The  record  verifies 
that  the  company  was  a  Bell  County  mine. 


The  Four  Mile  Mine 

The  Four  Mile  Mine  was  located  at  Four  Mile,  Ky.  ,  (also 
referred  to  as  Rim,  Ky.  )  and  the  coal  was  transported  by  the 
Cumberland  Valley  Branch  of  the  L.  AN.  Railroad.  The  mine 
opened  in  1895  and  was  operated  by  0.  Smith  and  produced  only 
1,726.00  tons  of  bituminous  coal  in  1896.  Company  scrip  was 
issued. 

The  Mary  Hull  Mine 

The  Mary  Hull  Mine  was  located  at  Chenoa,  Ky.  and  the 
coal  was  transported  approximately  12  1/2  miles  by  the 
Cumberland  River  and  Tennessee  Railroad  to  connect  with  the 
Cumberland  Valley  Branch  of  the  L.  A  N.  Railroad.  The  mine 
was  operated  by  the  Log  Mountain  Coal,  Coke  and  Timber  Co., 
F.  A.  Hull,  President.  A  total  of  4,189.95  tons  of  mixed 
bituminous  coal  and  24,559.72  tons  of  cannel  coal  was 
produced  in  1896  at  this  mine.  No  company  scrip  was  issued 
by  this  company. 

The  Mt.  Vincent  Mine 

The  Mt.  Vincent  Mine  was  located  at  Mt .  Vincent,  Ky, 
near  Pineville,  Ky.  and  the  coal  was  transported  by  the 
Cumberland  Valley  Branch  of  the  L.  AN.  Railroad.  The  mine 
was  operated  by  the  Mt.  Vincent  Coal  Co.,  composed  of  George 
Williams,  Charles  Moreland,  and  George  Harrison.  The 
operation  was  opened  on  August  10th,  1896,  and  dissolved  on 
March  1st,  1897,  producing  only  5,160  tons  of  bituminous  coal 
for  1896.  No  company  scrip  was  issued. 

The  Straight  Creek  A  Mine 

The  Straight  Creek  A  Mine  was  located  near  Pineville,  2 
miles  from  the  town  on  Straight  Creek,  now  State  Highway  221. 
The  coal  was  transported  by  the  West  Virginia,  Pineville  A 
Tennessee  Railroad  two  miles  to  connect  with  the  Cumberland 
Valley  Branch  of  the  L.  A  N.  Railroad.  The  mine  was  operated 
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by  the  Pineville  Coal  &  Coke  Co.,  Lessee,  S.  S.  Smith, 
General  Manager.  A  total  of  18,422.21  tons  of  bituminous 
coal  was  produced  in  1896.  No  company  scrip  was  issued. 

The  West  Pineville  Mines 

The  West  Pineville  Mines  were  located  near  West 
Pineville,  Ky. ,  and  were  operated  by  the  Breckenridge  and 
Pineville  Syndicate,  Ltd.,  R.  Holmyard,  General  Manager. 
(The  Syndicate  operated  mines  prior  to  1896.  However,  I  have 
no  information  at  my  disposal  to  verify  the  exact  names  or 
locations  of  these  mines  at  this  time. )  The  company  operated 
two  mines,  the  McGuire  Cannel  Mine  (West  Pineville  No.  2)  and 
the  West  Pineville  No.  1  Mine,  in  the  Pineville  Seam.  This 
mine  was  formerly  operated  as  the  Cumberland  Valley  Colliery 
No.  2.  and  had  operated  long  before  1896.  I  have  found  no 
other  information  concerning  this  early  company.  The  coal 
was  transported  by  the  Cumberland  Valley  Branch  of  the  L.  & 
N.  Railroad. 

This  mining  operation  was  the  first  in  Bell  County,  Ky. , 
to  construct  dwellings  for  the  .  employees  and  the 
Superintendent.  No  mention  is  made  in  the  records  if  the 
company  had  a  company  store  or  issued  company  scrip. 

Earlier  mining  operations  are  known  to  have  existed  in 
Bell  County,  Kentucky  prior  to  1896.  However,  little 
documentation  exists  for  the  researcher  to  use.  Whether 
these  operations  existed  prior  to  the  coming  of  the  railroad 
remains  hidden  in  history.  Just  as  coal  was  first  discovered 
by  Kentucky’s  earliest  explorers,  Dr.  Thomas  Walker,  in  1750, 
while  employed  by  the  Loyal  Land  Company  of  Virginia,  and 
later  by  John  Finley  in  1767  or  1768,  its  vastness  and 
potential  wealth  was  not  remotely  imagined.  Little  did 
Daniel  Boone,  the  most  famous  of  Kentucky  explorers,  and  his 
predecessors,  Walker  and  Finley,  realize  that  when  they 
passed  through  the  Cumberland  Gap,  and  explored  the  vastness 
of  the  Southern  coal  fields,  that  they  paved  the  way  for  the 
coal  moguls  of  the  Ninetieth  and  Twentieth  Centuries.  Many 
of  these  moguls  mined  the  first  coal  in  Bell  County  and  made 
possible  for  the  coal  company  scrip  that  now  is  in  the 
collections  of  scrip  collectors  like  Crawford  Blakeman, 
Burley  Williams,  James  Cooper  and  countless  other  collectors 
across  this  great  land.  In  just  10  short  years,  1906,  the 
six  mines  listed  in  the  Inspectors  Reports  of  1896  grew  to  16 
mines,  and  to  32  mines  by  1915. 

In  the  coming  issues  of  SCRIP  TALK,  I  will  deal  with 
other  early  Bell  County  Mines  that  first  issued  company  scrip 
and  how  they  made  their  mark  on  the  history  of  scrip 
collecting .

THE  HISTORY  OF  MINING  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 
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.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen*  I  am  writing  to  appeal  to  the  membership  for 
any  information  you  might  have  on  the  history  of  New  York's  mining  industry. 

As  some  of  you  may  know,  we  have  a  long  and  varied  history  of  metal  and  non 
metal  mining.  To  my  knowledge,  this  will  be  the  first  time  an  effort  has  been 
made  to  gather  all  the  available  information  pn  this  subject  for  the  historian 
and  general  reader.  To  date  all  similar  work  has  been  done  for  Mining  trades 
and  commercial  research. 

Of  particular  interest  is  a  rumor  I  heard  to  the  effect  that  there  was 
at  one  point  a i small  commercial  coal  mining  presence  in  New  York.  A  guess 
would  put  it  near  the  New  Xork,  Pennsylvania  border.  Any  NSCA  member  with 
information  on  this  particular  aspect  is  asked  to  please  contact  me  ASAP. 


If  theres  anyone  out  there  with  an  interest  in  mining  who  can  tell  me 
anything  about  the  subject  at  hand,  I'd  certainly  appreciate  it.

The  Legislature  of  11)03  passed  a  law  making  the  minimum  em¬ 
ployment  age  of  boys  inside  the  mines  sixteen  years  for  both  the 
bituminous  and  anthracite  regions.  This  proved  to  be  a  most 
unpopular  euuctment  among  the  rank  and  tile  of  the  mine  workers. 
The  authracite  workers  did  little  more  than  complain  about  the 
injustice  of  the  law,  but  the  bituminous  workers  aided  the  operators 
iu  having  it  referred  to  court,  where  it  was  declared  unconstitu¬ 
tional. 

The  Legislature  of  1905  passed  another  law  making  the  minimum 
unployment  ages  of  boys  inside  the  anthracite  mines  sixteen  years, 
and  outside  fourteen  years.  This  also  proved  to  be  unpopular  with 
the  mine  workers,  and  by  many  persons  was  thought  to  be  Uncon¬ 
stitutional.  It  was  referred  to  the  court  of  Luzerne  county  for  a 
test  ns  to  its  constitutionality,  and  Judge  Wheaton,  in  an  elaborate 
opinion*  decided  that  so  far  as  it  related  to  the  qualifications  of  the 
boys  it  was  unconstitutional,  but  that  the  section  bearing  on  the 
ages  was  in  no  wise  a  violation  of  the  constitution.  The  Superior 
Uourt  in  a  decision  written  by  Judge  Rice  affirmed  the  decision  of 
the  lower  court.  In  consequence  of  this  legislation  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  has  now  two  laws  bearing  on  this  subject.  The 
bituminous  law  makes  the  employment  age  twelve  years  for  both 
inside  and  outside  workers,  while  the  anthracite  law  makes  the  age 
for  inside  workers  sixteen  years  and  for  outside  workers  fourteen 
years.  It  is  evident  that  our  mining  laws  are  imperfect  and  unfair 
when  they  allow  boys  to  work  in  and  about  the  bituminous  mines 
ut  twelve  years  of  age,  while  requiring  a  minimum  of  sixteen  years 
inside  and  fourteen  years  outside  the  anthracite  mines.  If  our 
lawmakers  understood  that  the  duties  of  the  boys  employed  inside 
of  the  mines  in  the  anthracite  and  bituminous  regions  are  identical, 
and  that  the  danger  to  life  and  limb  is  about  the  same,  their  sense 
of  fairness  and  justice  would  no  doubt  impel  them  to  pass  a  law 
making  the  employment  age  the  same  in  both  regions.  This  De- 
•partruent  recommends  the  enactment  of  one  law  making  the  employ¬ 
ment  age  fourteen  years  for  boys  employed  iu  and  about  the 
anthracite  and  bituminous  mines.  If  a  uniform  law',  with  fourteen 
years  as  a  minimum,  were  passed,  Pennsylvania  would  lead  all  other 
States  and  countries  in  practical  and  sensible  protective  legislation 
on  this  important  question. 

Under  the  present  anthracite  .laW  great  injustice  in  many  in¬ 
stances  is  done  to  heads  of  large  families,  and  more  particularly  to 
poor  widows,  by  reason  of  .their  boys  being  prohibited  from  entering 
the  mines  until  they  are  sixteen  years  of  age.  They  are  by  this 
extreme  enactment  deprived  of  a  natural  and  much  needed  support. 
I  am  not,  however,  in  accQrd  with'  the  bituminous  law  that  makes 
the  employment  age  twelve  years.  Both  laws  are  radically  wrong 
in  this  respect  and  should  be  amended  on  reasonable  lines.  In  the 
authracite  region,  as  before  stated,  they  bear  unjustly  upon  the 
widows  and  heads  of  large  families,  and  in  the  bituminous  region 
they  work  injury  to  the  boys  by  permitting  them  to  go  to  work  at 
too  early  an  age.  The  bituminous  workers  contend,  however,  that 
the  employment  age  should  not  be  raised  for  the  reason  that  there 
is  no  employment  for  the  boys  in  that  region  except  inside  of  the 
mines.  In  my  opinion  there  is  no  reason  whatever  for  making  any 
distinction  between  the  ages  of  boys  outside  dnd  inside  of  the 
mines.  The  dangers  that  menace  the  boys  in  and  about  the  anthra¬ 
cite  breakers  are  perhaps  more  serious  than  those  that  menace  the 
boys  working  inside  the  mines.  If  the  boys  tending  doors  in  the 
mines  would  stay  at  their  work,  they  would  be  practically  safe  from 
danger,  but  when  there  is  a  slackness  in  the  work  they  frequently 
run  away  from  the  doors,  and  when  they  hear  the  cars  coming,  in 
their  haste  to  return  to  their  post  of  duty,  they  are  very  apt  to  fall 
aud  be  run  over,  or  they  are  so  late  in  opening  the  doors  that  the 
cars  come  upon  them  before  they  can  get  out  of.  the  way,  and  the 
result  is  often  injury  or  loss  of  life  to  themselves  or  the  drivers. 
The  same  observation  will  apply  to  boys  in  the  breakers.  If  they 
could  be  compelled  to  remain  at  their  working  places  when  the 
breaker  is  running  empty,  instead  of  going  about,  they  would  incur 
very  little  danger.  The  fact  is,  however,  that  the  minute  the  chutes 
are  cleared  the  boys  run  loose,  climb  on  top  and  over  the  safety 
guards,  and  frequently  fall  on  or  into  the  machinery,  and  are  in¬ 
jured  or  killed.  They  also  run  and  jump  on  moving  cars,  and  in 
many  other  ways  invite  disaster.  The  management  should  impose 
the  penalty  of  discharge  upon  a  'boy  who  leaves  his  work  in  the 
breaker  or  in  the  mine.  The  statistics  for  1905,  in  the  anthracite 
region,  show  .that  out  of  n  total  of  14  dodrtenders  killed,  8  were
